that fully two-thirds of the e m p lo y e s 
on the entire system are in favor of 
backing up the general committee and 
union officials.

will receive sufficient guarantee from 
the employes to warrant the calling of 
a general strike, if necessary. 
The feeling on the Providence divis­ 
ion is that a strike will not be neces­ 
sary for it is thought that the directors 
of the road will authorize President 
Hall to arrange ar, understanding with 
the employes.

D uring th e Investigations the m em bers subjected them selves to every 
danger w ith a oaring that In several cases cost them th e ir llvea 
A fter repeated tests they found th a t it took twelve d a y s to b rin g th e yel­ 
low fever infection from the stom ach to the saliva of the m osquito, so th a t 
the b ite w ould transm it th e disease. A bite from a m o sq uito th a t had fed 
on yellow fever patien ts ten days, five 
d a y s or a n y 
n u m b e r 
less 
th a n 
tw elve days previous would n ot convey th e disease. 
It w as also dem onstrated that yellow 
fever is 
not 
co m m unicated 
by 
occupying the sam e room w ith the patients, n or 
by co n ta c t 
w ith th e 
p a ­ 
tients. 
A room w as fitted up by the comm ission an d hung aro u n d w ith the soiled 
clothes of yellow fever patients. In this room 
m em bers of the com m ission 
lived for tw enty d ay s w ith o u t co n tractin g th e 
fever; 
b u t som e 
of 
these 
sam e m em bers were brought down prom ptly by the bite of a m osquito. 
Of the eleven conclusions fo rm ulated by 
the com m ission as a resu lt of 
their in vestigation s th e following a re of interest: 
"Yellow fever is tran sm itted by m e an s 
of the bite of a mosquito. 
<2) 
Yellow fev er cannot be conveyed by c o n tac t w ith the artic le s of 
clothing 
supposedly con tam in ated a n d disinfection 
of 
such 
articles 
Is 
therefore, 
unnecessary. 
(3) A house m a y be said 
to be Infected 
w ith 
yellow fever 
only when 
there are present co n tam in a te d 
mosquitos. 
(4) 
T he 
spread 
o f yellow fever can be m ost effectively controlled by m easu res directed to 
the destruction o f m osquitos and protection ag ain st the bites o f these ln- 
•ects: 
As a result of the investigations o f the commission yellow 
fev er h as 
been alm ost completely banished from Cuba, w here it h ad been 
alm ost 
continuously epidemic, and w ith th e know ledge th us obtained 
its 
ra v a g e s 
can be checked w herever it 
appears. 
B ut yellow fever Is not the only fo rm of disease tra n sm itte d 
by th e 
m osquitos. 
M alarial fevers are sim ilarly com m unicated th ro u g h this pes­ 
tiferous insect. 
W hat is needed now is a m e a n s o f exterm in atin g the mosquito. 
It has 
been proposed to find an insect th a t would devour the m osquito w ithout h a v ­ 
ing an y of It# dangerous qualities b u t no such insect h as a s yet been 
d is­ 
covered. 
The result of this discovery in regard to d an g er from the bite 
of m osquitos w ill m ake th e insect m o re dreaded. 
The know ledge of these 
fa c ts w ill also cause places Infested w ith m osquitos to be avoided a s the 
m osquito m ay have other dangerous qualities not yet discovered. 
It m ay be stated, however, that th e mosquito is not not the only Insect 
th at spreads disease. The common fly is doubtless a prolific d istrib u to r of 
the germ # of disease as it overruns m eat and foods of all kinds th a t are left 
exposed. 
N o special investigation h as been m ade of the specific germ s th a t 
be spread by the comm on fly b u t undoubtedly they are quite nu m er- 
It is therefore, im portant, to b a r out the flies aa well a s the mosquitos.

INDIVIDUALITY the KEYNOTE of PARIS MODES 
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.ARIS, Feb. 28.—In Paris these 
days everybody seems gay and 
upon pleasure 
bent; 
a t least 
th a t is the atm osphere of the 
“queen of cities." Dull care and 
mortality, worry and the trials inci­ 
dental to life, of course, do have their 
being in gay Paree; but, like the Chi­ 
nese, the Parisienne laughs and sings 
to scare the demon of evil away, for 
this little sprite is certainly nowhere in 
sight. 
There is a sensation of spring every­ 
where, in the shops, the streets, which 
ire bright with flowers sold by the 
menders a t alm ost every step, and in 
the faces of the people you meet. There 
Is always something invigorating about 
Paris, and it is particularly the case at 
this time of the year. 
The Bois de Boulogne is especially 
bright in the afternoon with a fashion­ 
able throng of sm artly attired men and 
women—French officers riding in their 
gay uniform s and imposing nurses in 
wonderful caps attending their beauti­ 
fully costumed little charges. The Rue 
de la Paix is another attractive spot, 
with its sparkling Jewelry shops And 
ateliers of fashion, which m adam e finds 
exceedingly fascinating just now. 
The w arm w eather has turned our a t ­ 
tention a trifle sooner than usual to the 
spring modes, and the couturieres are 
hurrying on their workpeople, while 
most of us are pleasantly dreaming 
during these Lenten days of our spring 
and sum m er wardrobe and longing for 
an hour a t the dressm aker’s. 
The colors most in evidence for the 
coming season’s frocks are purple and 
blue, a rich wine tone, a grayish blue 
and nasturtium red, not forgetting the 
all popular white and creams. 
Very 
pliable thin cloths are to be used en­ 
tirely. as this soft texture is absolutely 
necessary to the hang of the kilted and 
gathered skirts and flowing, loose coats 
which are the vagaries of fashion a t 
present.

This m ate- I 
rial is capital for shirt waists, t e a 1 
gowns and indoor toilets. 
P anette is a 
new cloth having a silk face and woolly 
back. A dress of this wool in plum col­ 
or trimm ed with fine old lace can hard­ 
ly be improved upon. No one is able to 
lay down hard and fast rules as to the 
cut of skirts, for they are made in all 
sorts 
of 
ways—elaborately 
trimmed 
with stitching and braid, straps and 
tassels or left perfectly plain.

F ry the bacon in a small ' 
pan, then fry the vegetables and liver 
with a small bunch of herbs. 
When all 
is cooked, pound everything in a mor­ 
tar, add pepper, salt and nutmeg and rn 
little sherry to taste, then pass all 
through a w ire sieve. Spread this mix­ 
ture over one side of the mutton cu t­ 
let, which you have already trimm ed 
ami scraped to look nice. .Cover each 
cutlet with caul and bake In the oven. 
Brush over with good glaze and serve 
on a mound of spinach with brown gra- ’ 
vy poured round. 
Veal souffle is a very favorite entree 
and so useful when chickens are dear.

THE DISEASE BEARING 
MOSQUITO. 
Among the most notable of recent discoveries for tho benefit of mankind 
is that which has been made as a result of long investigation, namely, 
that 
yellow 
fever is communicated only by mosquitoes that have bitten yellow 
fever patients. 
This 
discovery was 
made by 
a United 
States commission 
of which 
Major Reed, who died as a martyr to scientific research, was the head. 
During the investigations the members subjected themselves to every 
danger with a daring that In several eases cost them their lives. 
After repeated tests they found that it took twelve days to bring the yel­ 
low fever infection from the stomach to the saliva of the mosquito, so that 
the bite would transmit the disease. A bite from a mosquito that had fed 
on yellow fever patients ten days, five 
days or any 
number 
less 
than 
twelve days previous would not convey the disease. 
,v 
It was also demonstrated that yellow 
fever is 
not 
communicated 
by 
occupying the same room with the patients, nor 
by contact 
with the 
pa­ 
tients. 
A room was fitted up by the commission and hung around with the soiled 
clothes of yellow fever patients. In this room 
members of the commission 
lived for twenty days without contracting the 
fever; 
but some 
of 
these 
Bf,mf members were brought down promptly by the bite of a mosquito. 
Of the eleven conclusions formulated by 
the commission as a result of 
their investigations the following arc of interest: 
‘■yellow fever is transmitted by m eans 
of the bite of a mosquito. 
(2) 
Yellow fever cannot be conveyed by Contact with the articles of 
clothing 
supposedly contaminated and disinfection 
of 
such 
articles 
is 
therefore, 
unnecessary. 
(3) A house may be said 
to be infected 
with 
yellow fever 
only when there are present contaminated 
mosqultoa. (4) 
The 
spread 
of yellow fever can be most effectively controlled by measures directed to 
the destruction of mosquitos and protection against the bites of these In­ 
fects: 
As a result of the Investigation* o f the commission yellow 
fever has 
been almost completely banished from Cuba, where it had been 
almost 
continuously epidemic, and with the knowledge thus obtained 
its 
ravages 
can be checked wherever it 
appears. 
But yellow feverds not the only form of disease transmitted 
by the 
mosquitos. 
Malarial fevers are sim ilarly communicated through this pes­ 
tiferous insect. 
What is needed now is a means of exterminating the mosquito. 
Tt has 
been proposed to find an Insect that would devour the mosquito without hav­ 
ing any of Its dangerous qualities but no such Insect has as yet been 
dis­ 
covered. 
The result of this discovery in regard to danger from the bite 
of mosquitos will make the Insect more dreaded. 
The knowledge of these 
fact* will also cause places infested with mosquito* to be avoided as the 
mosquito may have other dangerous qualities not yet discovered. 
It may be stated, however, that the mosquito is not not the only insect 
th a t spread* disease. The common fly Is doubtless a prolific distributor of 
the germs of disease as It overruns meat and food* of all kinds that are left 
exposed. No special Investigation has been made of the specific germs that 
may be spread by the common fly but undoubtedly they are quite numer­ 
ous. It is therefore, Important, lo b a r out the dies a* well as the mosquitos. ■

“It is now more than two years since 
the Globe company failed. There was 
a public inquiry more than a year ago.

“The men associated with me were 
above suspicion.

th a t city. 
It Is represented 
to the 
com m ittee that lf the claim ant went 
to B uchanan county to m ake good his 
claim s he would be killed. 
The land 
is w orth over $1,000,000 and $ft0,000 la 
due In taxes. 
The parties nam ed have 
an Hgreemenl w ith the H ocking Valley 
railroad, by which they will receive a 
handsom e retu rn for the property lf 
they can secure a clear title. 
G rundy, 
the county seat, is on the land in dis­ 
pute, and the people have threatened 
violence to whoever tries to gain pos­ 
session of It.

covers 200,000 acres, most of it under­ 
laid with coal and m inerals.

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ARIS, Feb. 28.—In Paris these 
days everybody seems gay and 
upon pleasure 
bent; 
at 
least 
that is the atmosphere of the 
“queen of cities.” Dull care and 
mortality, worry and the trials inci­ 
dental to life, of course, do have their 
being in gay Paree; but, like the Chi­ 
nese, the Parisienne laughs and sings 
to scare the demon of evil away, for 
this little sprite is certainly nowhere in 
sight. 
There is a sensation of spring every­ 
where, in the shops, the streets, which 
are bright with flowers sold by the 
venders at alm ost every step, and in 
the faces of the people you meet. There 
is always something invigorating about 
Paris, and it is particularly the case at 
this time of the year. 
The Bois de Boulogne is especially 
bright in the afternoon with a fashion­ 
able throng of smartly attired men and 
women—French officers riding in their 
gay uniforms and imposing nurses in 
wonderful caps attending their beauti­ 
fully costumed little charges. The Rue 
de la Paix is another attractive spot. 
with its sparkling jewelry shops and 
ateliers of fashion, which madame Ands 
exceedingly fascinating Just now. 
The warm weather has turned our at­ 
tention a trifle sooner than usual to the 
spring modes, and the couturieres are 
hurrying on their workpeople, while 
m ost of us are pleasantly dreaming 
during these Lenten days of our spring 
and summer wardrobe and longing for 
an hour at the dressmaker’s. 
The colors most in evidence for the 
coming season's frocks are purple and 
blue, a rich wine tone, a grayish blue 
and nasturtium red, not forgetting the 
all popular white and creams. 
Very 
pliable thin cloths are to be used en­ 
tirely, as this soft texture is absolutely 
necessary to the hang of the kilted and 
gathered skirts and flowing, loose coats 
which are the vagaries of fashion at 
present. 
All 
kinds 
of 
canvas 
with 
plain 
grounds and shot effects of color over 
the surface are made up in coat and 
skirt gowns. 
Silk flannel is another 
new fabric made of a mixture of silk 
and wool in delicate tones. This m ate­ 
rial is capital for shirt waists, tea 
gowns and indoor toilets. 
Panette is a 
new cloth having a silk face and woolly 
back. A dress of this wool in plum col­ 
or trimmed with fine old lace can hard­ 
ly be improved upon. No one is able to 
lay down hard and fast rules as to the 
cut of skirts, for they are made in all 
sorts 
of 
w'ays—elaborately 
trimmed 
with stitching and braid, straps and 
tassels or left perfectly plain. 
But 
there are two points concerning the 
skirt which we may be certain about, 
and that is that they are shorter and 
fuller. 
The new short skirt is kept fairly 
plain around the hips and is beautifully 
fitted, falling in graceful plaits and 
kilts of the same length all the way 
round. This new short skirt is worthy 
of note, and let me warn the unwary 
from attem pting to cut one of these af­ 
fairs themselves, as it requires genius 
to manipulate them properly, a long 
skirt being far and aw ay easier of con­ 
struction.

OW often one hears a mother 
say. “I have offered my chil­ 
dren almost anything if they 
would give up the Idea of hav­ 
ing a party!” 
In some cases 
the mother's objection may arise from 
her own laziness or indifference as to 
the children’s enjoyment, but oftener 
from her inability to make a party of 
this kind succesaful. 
It is not a difficult matter to make 
children have a Jolly good time at a 
party lf you go about it in the right 
way. 
Many persons imagine all that 
is necessary in this direction is to invite 
a certain number of children who are 
likely to be congenial, provide a dainty 
supper and when some one to play for 
them is secured they think the success 
»f the whole affair Is assured. 
This hit or miss method is a very 
dangerous one, as you never can tell 
how your small guests are going to act. 
I have seen children who have played 
together for years in the happiest kind 
of fashion behave like perfect sticks at 
a party, hang around in a listless m an­ 
ner, look at each other aim lessly, and, 
rn fact, act as if they had never seen 
each other before in their lives. 
Children are not sufficient unto them­ 
selves at these functions.

Prepare the orange baskets by 
cutting them as in the Illustration, 
taking great care In scooping out the 
pulp 
Domino Cake.—Make a sponge cake 
and bake it in large, shallow tins, only 
filling these enough to make the cake 
about a half Inch thick when cooked. 
When It Is cool, Ice the cake with white 
Icing. 
Allow this to set, when with a 
sharp knife cut It Into small oblongs 
about three Inches long by one and a 
half wide. 
Melt a little chocolate and 
with a small paint brush paint spots to 
represent dominos.

OTAGE 
DE SEVILLE.—Put one 
ounce of butter In a frying pan 
and brown in It a carrot, a turnip 
and rn stick of celery, all sliced. Stir till 
brown, then add a blade of mace, four 
cloves, a strip of lemon peel and a 
small piece of cinnamon. 
Place in a 
stewpan, cover with stock and simmer 
very slowly for one hour and a half. 
Boll two fowls' livers, chop small, add 
to the broth and press all through a 
sieve with half a pound of stewed to­ 
matoes. Simmer again for ten minutes 
and pasa through the ateve a second 
time; then pour into a saucepan with 
two quarts of veal or fowl broth freed 
from all*fat. Five minutes before serv­ 
ing season with salt and pepper, and 
Just before pouring into the tureen add 
the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Masked Cutlets.—Cut up quite small 
four ounces of fat bacon and half a 
pound of calf's liver and chop finely a 
small clove of garlic, a shallot, onion 
and carrot. 
Fry the bacon in a small 
pan, then fry the vegetables and liver 
with a small bunch of herbs. When all 
is cooked, pound everything in a mor­ 
tar, add pepper, salt and nutmeg and a 
little sherry to taste, then pass all 
through a wire sieve. Spread this mix­ 
ture over one side of the mutton cut­ 
let, which you have already trimmed 
and scraped to look nice. 
Cover each 
cutlet with caul and bake in the oven. 
Brush over with good glaze and serve 
on u mound of spinach with brown gra­ 
vy poured round. 
Veal souffle is a very favorite entree 
and so useful when chickens are dear. 
Place a tablespoonful of butter In a 
saucepan and when dissolved stir In a 
tablespoonful of flour. Season all with 
cayenne pepper, grated nutmeg, a tea­ 
spoonful of anchovy sauce and salt. 
Stir the sauce till thoroughly smooth 
and add to it half a pint of chopped 
cooked veal and 
heat all together. 
Draw the pan to the side of the firs 
and add the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
When the mixture has cooled suffi­ 
ciently, add the beaten whites of ths 
eggs. 
Place all in a buttered mold or 
basin and steam for an hour. Savva 
turned out on to a hot dish with a 
good white sauce poured round.

nish the sou file with truffles cut into 
fancy shapes.

(Trouble Was Started by a Small 
Boy Who Threw Stones and 
Shouted “Scab”—No One Was 
Injured by the Bullets

LYNN, Mar. 1.6.—A riot and hand to 
Hand conflict 
took place 
yesterday 
morning on W ashington 
street, 
be­ 
tween a p arty of cutters brought 
to 
Oh la city by the B. and 8. union and 
|l crowd of people who were at the 
oe&ch and walking aldng the Ftreot. 
Revolvers were drawn and about IO 
il.ots were fired, but as far as known 
nobody was struck. 
It is considered 
miraculous th at 
the bullets did not 
strike some of the tnany In the vicin­ 
ity at the time. 
Two of the imported cutters, Joseph 
Dues of Cincinnati and John R unt* of 
St. Louis, were arrested, charged with 
assault with dangerous weapons, while 
Several others were not detained at 
police headquarters, although brought 
there, as it w as not shown they had 
discharged revolvers, although 
they 
were armed. 
The affair created intense excitement 
and rum ors spread rapidly 
th a t a 
num ber of people had been killed. E x ­ 
tra police offloers were quickly 
sum ­ 
moned and sent to the locality, but the 
trouble w as all over before they a r­ 
rived. 
Tho noise 
of the 
shots 
attracted 
hundreds besides those who were on 
the streets, and as the foreign cu t­ 
ter# ran up W ashington street with 
drawn revolvers in their hands people 
poured from all the side streets. 
OHASHI* BT A MOB. 
The trouble began on the beach near 
the foot of W ashington street, and for 
a half hour 
terror 
reigned 
In 
the 
neighborhood. Men and 
women 
ran 
from 
their houses, 
only to return as 
soon 
as possible, 
as they heard 
re­ 
volver shots 
and 
listened • to 
the 
threats. Stoves were 
thrown against 
houses and the 
utmost confusion pre­ 
vailed. 
About 20 o f‘the 
new 
cutters 
who 
oame from Inland cities and have been 
In 
the habit 
of enjoying 
the 
ocean 
breeses at the 
beach, 
w andering on 
the sand 
and taking in the 
ocean 
scenes, 
went 
to the 
place yesterday 
morning. Borne of them were indus­ 
triously gathering seaweed and shells. 
It is claimed 
the fight 
started ov­ 
er a stone 
being thrown by a small 
boy, who at the same time called out 
“Scab" at the men. 
The missile land­ 
ed in the midst of a number who were 
gaging at a starfish stranded on 
the 
beach, and they gave chase to the boy 
and his companions. 
A number of other men were also at 
the beach and they took the part of 
the boys, Joining in the quarrel, with 
the 
result that it soon became a free 
fight. 
The Boot and 
Shoe 
cutters 
drew revolvers 
and ran 
along 
the 
bouch toward N ahant, escaping. 
One of them, however, Joseph Dues, 
run up 
W ashington 
street and 
was 
followed by a crowd of boys and girls. 
Drawing 
his revolver, 
it in claimed, 
D oes ran and walked along the street 
until be cam e near the railroad cross­ 
ing- 
His appearance attracted attention, 
and by this time a number of men had 
gathered near him. 
Homebody in 
the 
crowd told him to put away the re­ 
volver, and 
words followed. 
Dues 
claim s he was struck in the Jaw 
by

that he was 
knocked down. 
The men quickly »ca t­ 
ter ed as he threatened to shoot, 
and 
Just at this time Edward A. Gaines, a 
shoe cutter, cam e along Railroad ave­ 
nue near where the assault took place 
Gaines says he saw tho m an s hat 
lying on the sidewalk, and was on the 
point of picking it up and had asked 
him 
whose h at it was, when Dues 
pointed the revolver at him and said 
he 
would shoot. 
Gaines discreetly 
backed aw ay and Dues, securing his 
bat, ran to L asters’ hall on Andrews 
street. 
MHN D R E W REVOLVERS. 
Gaines reported the case to patrol­ 
man Green and the two went to the 
headquarters of the R. and 8. union 
where Gaines picked out Dues and the 
latter waR arrested charged with a s ­ 
sault with a dan cerous weapon. 
He 
acknowledged having the revolver and 
being the man who was assaulted on 
Washington street, so he was locked 
up. 
While this scene was being enacted 
there was a wild time on the beach. 
The news that there had been shoot­ 


ing quickly spread and people ran tow­ 
ard the railroad crossing when sud­ 
denly shots were heard lower 
down 
the street, near the power station of 
the electric railroad. 
It appears that the B. and 8. cutters 
on their way home were pursued by 
the boys and men, and stones were 
thrown ut them. They all were armed 
and as the 15 or 18 mon ran up the 
street, all with drawn revolvers, and 
shots rang out, people flocked 
from 
their houses.

The demand for a ten per cent, in­ 
crease In wages by the textile opera­ 
tives of this city has been refused by 
the mill agents. 
Tile horizon of the 
textile Industry looks rather discour­ 
aging for the operative at present and 
unless the executive committee of the 
textile council succeeds 
in 
winning 
tile mill agents over to the operatives’ 
way of 
thinking the textile worker 
will have to choose between working 
on at the present wage schedule or 
else by 
striking endeavor tto enforce 
his demand. 
The reply of the mill agents to the 
demand for an increase was read at 
the regular meeting of 
the 
textile 
council yesterday afternoon 
and 
a l­ 
though it w as couched in term s of 
peace and courtesy yet the refusal was 
none the less positive. 
The mill men and the textile council 
members are conservative. 
They are 
not talking for publication and there 
is still hope in the heart of the coun­ 
cil that the agents will grant the exec­ 
utive committee an interview and lis­ 
ten patiently to their stories. 
The letter signed by W. S. South­ 
worth was as follows: *

Gentlemen:—Your identical communica­ 
tions of Feb. 1*5, addressed to the agents 
of tile seven principal cotton manufactur­

knowledged, have received 
the careful 
attention they deserve. 
You are to con­ 
sider this reply as representing the views 
of all tile agents concerned. 
We much regret the necessity of again 
refusing your request for an advance of 
w u g e s , 
having hoped that 
conditions 
would Justify us in anticipating it. But 
the mills can not afford to grant it. We 
take note of the reasons which you offer 
in your letters, and will answer them 
briefly. 
It Is true that, taking the 
country 
through, mony corporations have recent­ 
ly advanced wages; but few of them are 
engngtd in manufacturing of any kind, 
and none, to our knowledge, in the tex­ 
tile industry, it Is also true that the busi­ 
ness of the country as n whole Is ap­ 
parently prosperous. 
But the 
general 
prosperity has not extended to the mills 
of New England, excepting it may be 
iii a certain degree to those having the 
most modern plants nnd turning out the 
highest grades of goods, or. In a few 
cases, some fortunate specialties. 
The 
W 'nges which some concerns can afford to 
pny ran not he paid by the corporations 
of Lowell, the latest of which was or­ 
ganized *14 years ago. 
To your remark that our mills have all 
declared dividends during the past year. 
we reply that statistics prove that th® 
dividends of textile manufacturing to cap 
Ital are steadily decreasing, while those 
to labor are increasing. Those to capital 
are uncertain; to labor they rarely fall. 
This is a general statement but It is ap­ 
plicable In this case, nnd may easily he 
proved. We think the fart that the mills 
have paid moderate dividends Is not a 
reason why they should take action likely 
to prevent their doing so hereafter. 
To your assertion that the cost of liv­ 
ing has increased 25 per cent., we answer 
that lf you moan to compare the pres­ 
ent conditions with those prevailing at 
the date of the last advance, the state­ 
ment Is not justified by the farts. When 
you dlscuhs this subject you must, to ba 
fair, take Into account also that tho mills 
nrc 
affected by many advances in 
the 
cost of materials which you do not use, 
or which they use In vastly 
greater 
proportion than you. as cotton and coal; 
and that a com in err! si prosperity which 
does not Improve in full proportion the 
price cf their products is so much the 
worse for them. 
In addition to all this you should con­ 
sider a fact not generally realized, which 


is that, without any public announce­ 
ment, our mills nre gradually 
raising 
wuges as they Introduce better good® 
and machinery to produce t h e m , so that 
our books show materially higher aver­ 
age earnings today than appeared after 
the last general advance in the whole 
wage schedule.

Congressman -elect John A. Sullivan 
of Boston discussed "T rusts’’ and “Im ­ 
perialism’’ before a large audience in 
C. Y. M. L. hall yesterday afternoon. 
The young congressman talked for 
more than an hour and his interesting 
argum ent claimed the closest attention 
of his hearers. On the platform with the 
speaker were 
Rev'. 
John J. McHugh, 
spiritual director of the Lyceum and 
Mayor Howe. In the audience were 
a 
number of lawyers and leading busi­ 
ness men of the city. Mr. Sullivan 
w’Rs chosen congressman from a re ­ 
publican district defeating the regular 
republican nominee after one of the 
fiercest political cam paigns ever waged 
in the Hub. H e is an ideal representa­ 
tive of the young m an in politics and if 
his career a t the state house can be ta k ­ 
en as a criterion he will m ake his m ark 
in W ashington all right. W hen he was 
presented by Daniel S. O’Brien, he met 
with a most cordial greeting. In open­ 
ing he stated that the people of 
the 
United States have a direct power in 
shaping governm ent politics and de­ 
ciding public questions. It is true that 
they speak through their chosen repre­ 
sentatives and that sometimes legis­ 
lation is but a faint echo of the voice 
of the people but ultimately the people’s 
will prevails in legislation. F or this 
reason public discussion of live qu est­ 
ions is always im portant. The result of 
general discussion will be the fram ing 
of decisions by the people w’hich will 
be binding ultim ately upon the local or 
national legislatures. 


GROW TH OF TRUSTS. 


The growth of tru sts Is enormous; 
and the num ber is constantly Increas­ 
ing. The evils of gigantic combinations 
of capital 
have 
become 
apparent to 
every observant man. 
It is plain now that large com bina­ 
tions m ay crush competition of indi­ 
viduals, partnerships or small corpor­ 
ations, 
that 
they 
may raise prices, 
cheapen the quality of their goods, con­ 
tract credits of small dealers, and give 
poorer 
service 
to the 
public; 
th a t 
they may control elections and cor­ 
rupt legislations, and their operat'ons 
limit 
the 
opportunities 
of 
young 
Americans 
to 
rise 
in 
the industrial 
world. 
A N O TH ER GRAVE DANGER. 
The concentration of 
wealth in the 
hands of a few, which is a direct re­ 
sult of tru st operation, aiso has its 
dangers. 
Excessive wealth, 
particu­ 
larly in the hands of men who know the 
power that riches bring, which 
has 
been acquired in violation of 
law, 
produces not only contempt 
for the 
laws of the land, but a feeling of su ­ 
periority over those who are less fort­ 
unate. 
He argued, too th a t strikes are cau s­ 
ed by the arrogance of capitalists. 
It 
has been frequently urged th a t 
the 
several states m ay control the growth 
of trusts by legislative enactment. It 
is argued that the great trusts are all 
incorporated and that each state may 
exercise* control by changing the laws 
which give domestic corporations life. 
It is also true that each sta te m ay 
prescribe the conditions under 
which 
foreign corporations m ay do 
business 
within its borders. 
The 
trouble 
is 
that the power of the state does not 
reach far enough. • The states would 
not act uniformly in the m a tte r of 
trust 
suppression. 
The 
remedy 
is 
with congress. 
Publicity of account­ 
ing was thought by the president to 
be a simple way of destroying 
trust 
oppression. 
The legislature will have 
to go beyond this, however, 
to 
give 
relief. 
The fear that trusts 
have is 
that the legislature m ay forbid their 
doing business in such a m anner as to 
deprive the public of its rights. 
They 
do not fear a publication of 
their 
wealth but a reduction of their profits. 
He also argued that the fedrael laws 
are best adapted to control the trusts 
because they operate the same In every 
state and territory. 
He contended 
that almost every large trust receives 
a tariff benefit. 
TH E COLONIAL POSSESSIONS. 


Taking up the question of im perial­ 
ism he agreed with the views of Sena­ 
tor H oar relative to the government 
of the Philippines. He contended that 
only an imperial government can gov­ 
ern colonies. 
He argued th at the field 
in the United States 
is fertile 
for 
Christian work without going thou­ 
sands of miles aw ay 
to Christianize 
other peoples. 
In conclusion he said: 
The first settlers came to this coun­ 
try for the purpose of establishing re­ 
ligious 
liberty 
which 
was denied to 
them in their own land. 
After 
the tyranny 
of the 
m other 
country became unbearable they threw 
off 
the 
yoke 
and 
established 
the 
United States as a free republic which 
not only gave to them civil and relig­ 
ious liberty 
and equality 
before the 
law, but held out a beacon of hope to 
every struggling and oppressed nation 
of 
the w'orld. 
We, at a fearful cost 
of blood and treasure, freed the slave 
and gave him full 
legal and political 
rights with his white brother. 
Every 
struggling 
people 
In 
the 
world have come to us for moral 
and 
material ald and have never appealed 
In 
vain. 
We 
have 
welcomed 
with 
open 
arm s all those 
who 
came 
to 


speak for 
the oppressed. W e 
have* 
sympathized with and helped the H un­ 
garians, Armenians, Greeks, Irish and 
the famine stricken people of India. 
It 
w as only because our ban dr, w ere 
steeped 
in the blood 
of Imperialism 
th a t we denied our sym pathy lo the 
suffering people of the Boer republic. 
We are an acquisitive people, but 
we are not wholly given over to the 
worship of mammon. 
We cherish yet 
the ideals that inspired the fathers of 
the republic. We 
respect the accom­ 
plishments of our soldiers. Jurists, edu­ 
cators, statesmen and philanthropists, 
and I believe th a t the better nature of 
our people will yet assert itself and rid 
us forever of the curse of imperialism 
so th a t we will m aintain ourselves not 
only as the greatest and the wealthiest 
but the most hum ane and Just nation 
of the world.

John 
J. 
McHugh.

By Annodated Presa to The Bun 
PROVIDENCE, Mar. 16.—Yesterday 
m orning while the church bolls were

Julia E Toombs was shot down from 
behind on Dexter street, In the Elm ­ 
wood district, 
by William 
Stevens 
Morse, who was yesterday discharged 
from the IT. S. S W abash, 
at 
til* 
Charlestown navy yard. 
Morse had luln In watt for the young 
woman all night. 
He knew it was 
hor custom to attend the Reorganized 
church of Jesus Christ 
on 
Bellevue 
avenue, not a great distance 
from 
where she met 
he untimely end yes­ 
terday morning. 
Four shots were fired from a 38- 
enliber revolver. 
The weapon 
had 
been 
purchased 
In Boston Saturday 
afternoon with money which 
Morse 
had secured by pawning his pea Jacket 
and other clothing which he had taken 
aw ay from the navy yard. 
Three of the bullets entered Miss 
Toombs’ back, each sufficient in itself 
to cause death. 
She lingered for 
about ten minutes, however, having 
been carried by witnesses of the trag ­ 
edy into the house at 323 Dexter street. 
After, her death the body was taken to 
an undertaker’s and an autopsy per­ 
formed by the medical examiner. 
LAT TN WATT FOR HER. 


After the shooting 
Morse 
passed 
through Bellevue avenue and. went in 
the direction of the Olney Ville district 
but was soon taken into custody and 
carried to the Seventh station. 
ra p t. 
Merrill examined him and heard his 
statem ents which were somewhat in­ 
coherent. 
Morse said he cam s to Providence 
for the express purpose of committing 
suic1 Ie and for this reason bought the 
revolver In Boston 
yesterday. 
He 
reached this city about 11 o’clock last 
night and wandered up tow ard his old 
haunts, in the Elmwood dlstVlot. 
He went over to Oxford street and 
passed up and 
down for a time in 
front of the house at 815, where Miss 
Toombs lived with her widowed m o th ­ 
er. 
He saw no lights, he said, 
in the 
house, and concluded 
to aw alt the 
coming of daylight, so th at he could 


catch a glimpse of her before he should 
make away with himself. 
He got tired and went over Into an 
open lot in the direction of the church 
which Miss Toombs attended and slept 
there some of the time. 
He knew she would 
rome 
along 
about 10:30 yesterday 
morning, 
and 
so he changed his 
position about IO 
o’clock, ajid secured a place where he 
could see the young woman when she 
approached. 
According to Morse he came from a 
dooryard as Miss Toombs passed along 
the sidewalk at the corner of Dexter 
street and Bellevue avenue. 
He pull­ 
ed the revolver from on outside pock­ 
et in his sack coat and tired the four 
shots at the hack of the girl. 
She fell to the sidewalk and he made 
his wuy through the streets at a mod­ 
erate gait and kept going until he was 
overtaken by H arry Blake and the po­ 
lice. 
The people who heard the shots were 
dumbfounded at first, but they 
soon 
awoke to the situation, and followed 
up the m urderer and 
aided the dying 
victim. 
There was intense excitement 
and a great crowd collected, and d u r­ 
ing the day surrounded the spot where 
the girl fell. 
At the church where Miss Toombs 
attended there was a meeting of so r­ 
row, and the clergyman talked about 
little else except the tragedy which had 
removed one of the brightest and the 
youngest of his flock. 
CONFINED IN ASYLUM. 
W hen searched there was found on 
Morse a discharge for William Stev­ 
ens under which name* he had enlisted 
In the navy. 
This docum ent contained 
the Information th a t Morse was born In 
New Britain, Conn., June 30, 1873. 
The 
reason for the discharge assigned in 
the paper was 
“physical 
disability.” 
The occupation of Morse was that of a 
coal passer. 
The discharge was signed 
by Caph George W. IMgmun, com m and­ 
ing the Wabnsh. 
It appears that Morse has been In the 
naval service 
more than once. 
H is 
last enlistm ent was on Jan. 22 of the 
present year at the Charlestown navy 
yard.

Germany’s share of the trade of Mexico 
in 1901 was a tittle over IO 1-3 p. c.. as 
against It 1-2 p. c.
